Floral enthusiasts, there’s a new couture floral 
boutique In town and It Is offering a multitude of 
workshops that teaches specific technical skills 
which professional florists employ. Named The 
Floral Atelier, the store Is the dedicated floral 
and decor arm of The Wedding Atelier, a Hong 
Kong-based event planning boutique for luxury 
weddings and personal celebrations. 

The design of the retail and workspace sees 
a mix of cement surfaces, ceramic tiled flooring. 
Industrial light fixtures and wooden and steel 
furnishings. Neutral tones provide the perfect 
backdrop for the bright blooms, which are sourced 
from all over the world. And Inspiring mood boards 
around the store help to visually communicate the 
retail catalogue to their customers. 

All the floral classes are taught by the 
founders, Lellan Chew, Deborah Tan and Peony 
Tang, who are trained In FlowerSchool New York. 
Their classes teach a great number of floral 
artistry skills. Including learning how to create 


centrepieces, hand-tied bouquets, floral crowns, 
tall arrangements and floral garlands. There are 
also workshops on table styling. 

But you don’t just get to work with your 
hands, because you also get to learn the theories 
behind floral arrangement.

vibe to the space, juxtaposing nicely with the 
daylight coming in from nearby windows. A 
lattice structure, previously the front grille 
doors of a retail store in town, was salvaged 
and repurposed as a shelf. In support of 
craftsmanship, the smaller furnishings were 
mostly handmade; the founders cast concrete 
lamps, painted old storage trunks and 
refurbished old wine crates. 

Perhaps the most eye-catching thing 
here is the tool board. “Traditional tool boxes 
are messy in my opinion, and it’s hard to find 
tools when we really want them. So we custom 
made our own tool board to create a better 
visual of all the tools and equipment we use for 
our workshops and operations,” Colin explains. 

Their workshops are designed for 
individuals who wish to better their appreciation 
for the different crafts. Popular offerings 
include leather crafts, and this September, 
there will be classes on how to create leather 
wallets and small bags. Other workshops to be 
held this month include bespoke shoemaking, 
carpentry to build wooden drawer boxes, 
and printmaking.

If you still haven’t heard about Naiise, it’s high 
time to get acquainted with the brand. Since 
2013, they’ve established an online and offline 
presence through their web store and various 
pop-ups, and their first brick-and-mortar outlet 
was set up at Westgate earlier this year. They’ve 
since expanded with a second store at Wheelock 
Place and a third one at Clarke Quay Central. 
Naiise carries a wide collection of local and 
international brands (over 5001), ranging from 
homeware and furniture to fashion and food 
products. 

Naiise@Central is their largest physical 
store to date, spanning a floor area of over 
6,000 square feet so there’s plenty to discover 
and see. It takes up the space previously 
occupied by Goods of Desire, a Hong Kong- 
based lifestyle brand. To save cost, some of the 
original furnishings were retained, including the 
iconic red lampshades fronting the entrance. 
Nonetheless, Naiise has incorporated new 
design features that better reflect their branding 


such as fun graphic prints on the surfaces, 
and a wall of infographics illustrating the 
brand’s business journey. Pay attention to 
certain parts of the floor because some are 
covered in vibrant Peranakan tiles, giving the 
space an added local flavour. 

There are a lot of interactive elements 
here to engage the shopper as well: a 
dresser table to sample skincare products, 
a section comprising cement mixtures to 
learn and understand the process of creating 
concrete lamps, and a DIY station where you 
get to personalise your own gifts. 

The store has a dedicated space for 
weekend workshops, which is squirreled 
away at a quiet corner away from the main 
retail section. This month, look out for 
macrame, tea blending, clay macarons, 
linocut and marbling, basic calligraphy, and 
mini planter classes taught by the makers 
from their pool of suppliers.

iving in urban Singapore, it is sometimes hard 
to imagine being ciose to nature. Our iandscape 
is, after aii, dotted with high-rises and concrete 
structures. However, a new condominium to be 

compieted next year wiii aiiow homeowners to 

escape to a more idyiiic piace. Caiied Eco Sanctuary, 
the three-tower deveiopment iocated aiong Chestnut 
Avenue is sited right next to verdant Zhenghua Park, 
in fact, it is connected to the green space directiy via 
manicured pathways, giving residents direct access to 
a iushiy iandscaped zone near the picturesque Upper 
Peirce Reservoir. 

ECO-FRIENDLY FEATURES 

The deveiopment’s entire iandscape has been specificaiiy 
designed to integrate into the adjacent Zhenghua Park 
and Cheng Hua Garden. To take advantage of the tranquii 
environment, units in each tower have been carefuiiy 
positioned to receive maximum views from the surroundings, 
in fact, homes here are designed with ceiiings that measure 
between 3.4m and 4.8m, higher than simiiar deveiopments 
in its ciass to aiiow ampie ventiiation to fiow into the iiving 



spaces whiie injecting a sense of spaciousness. 

Eco Sanctuary wiii be buiit to biend into the pristine 
environment. Ecoiogicaiiy friendiy considerations have aiso 
been incorporated into site pianning and iayout, which 
uses an unduiating terrain to minimise the cut-and-fiii 
impact on the ground. 

Taking a ieaf from the property’s surroundings, 
architects ADDP Architects designed the estate to mimic 
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nature. The facades of the towers, for instance, are based 
on the hexagonal shape of a beehive. This feature not only 
borrows the symmetry from nature, it also serves as a way 
to shade direct sunlight in passive architecture. This design 
philosophy has been conceptualised in accordance to the 
BCA Green Mark Platinum Standard, which is Singapore’s 
highest accolade for environment design, performance and 
sustainability in property development. 

In addition, the recreation hub, called the Island Club, 
has been designed to emulate a chrysalis. The architectural 
concept not only looks stunning, it also harnesses wind 
from the surroundings to generate a pleasant natural 
airflow. Residents also have plenty of spaces to choose 
from to unwind. These include a lap pool, leisure pool, spa 
oasis, butterfly trail, meditation deck and various sky clubs 
that allow homeowners to entertain while basking in the 
splendour of nature. 



CONNECTIVITY AND AMENITIES 

Living close to nature doesn’t mean that residents at Eco 
Sanctuary are far from amenities and facilities. Nearby 
shopping zones include Bukit Panjang Plaza, The Rail Mall 
and Junction 10. Prestigious schools such as Methodist 
Girls’ School, NUS High School and Hwa Chong Institution 
are a short commute away. 


In terms of connectivity, Eco Sanctuary is located 
near the soon-to-be completed Hill View and Cashew 
MRT stations on the Downton Line. The best bit, 
however, has to be the property’s location near one of 
the largest green spaces in Singapore.

n our increasingly connected world, the 
way companies operate has become a lot 
more collaborative and flexible. As such, The 
Bamboo Group - a locally-based boutique 
real estate and development company - had 
wanted to act on co-founder Ben Gaftie’s 
longstanding idea of setting up a hybrid office 
space fhat would help people from different 
disciplines and industries interact and work 
together in more meaningful ways. 


When the old AIA building on the corner of 
Keong Saik Road came up for sale, there was no 
hesitation in snapping up the unique structure 
that sits right at the start of the street. Offering 
33,000 square feet of space, the three-storey 
complex was originally five shophouses joined 
together. Now, it comprises open and private 
workspaces, a beer garden and several eateries 
including The Daily Roundup, Luxe Singapore, 
Lollapalooza and Neon Pigeon, all run by the 



CO-FOUNDERS Saranta Gattie, Ben Gattie and YG, Teo 
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Lo & Behold Group. The space also hosts 
several exhibitions, talks and events that 
are open to tenants and the public. In the 
past, activities held here have Included film 
screenings, a local market, book launches and 
networking sessions, shares Saranta Gattle, 
one of the three co-founders and the sister of 
Ben Gattle (their other partner Is Y.C. Teo). 

Entrance to the office is via The Daily 
Roundup, a cafe and creperle where tenants 
can pick up a cup of joe and breakfast on their 
way up. According to Saranta, The Working 
Capitol Is best suited for freelancers, start-ups 
and small companies, “because of space 
constraints”. “Our private workspaces have 
a maximum capacity of eight people - [so] 
smaller teams fit best. We’re not completely 
closed off to big businesses however. 

The space Is designed to be modular 
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and adaptable; we do have big business tenants 
who choose to set up their APAC headquarters in 
The Working Capitol.” 

Perfect for entrepreneurs and freelancers 
looking for new ways to work and develop 
their business, The Working Capitol provides 
everything you need from Wi-Fi and printing 
facilities to mailing services. It also offers several 
tenancy options. You can walk in and ask for 


a one-day Workspot, or take on a month-to- 
month membership. Permanent Workdesks 
require a minimum term of three months, 
while Workspaces have a minimum six-month 
occupancy period. The current mix includes a 
social management company, a travel boutique 
agency, a specialist music agency and educational 
entrepreneurs, almost maxing out the permanent 
offerings available.

inspirational feel of the space is amped up 
with high ceilings that show off the building’s 
structure and historic roots in an understated 
yet beautiful manner. 

Marc Webb and Naoko Takenouchi 
from Takenouchi Webb designed the chic 
interiors - their first foray into conceptualising 
an office - and although they were initially 
hesitant about taking up the job, they were 
sold on the possibilities once they saw the vast 
space in person. 

After six months of renovations. The 
Working Capitol finally debuted this year, 
bringing to fruition a very forward-thinking idea 
and probably becoming the most exciting office 
to work in right now.

I here’s only one thing to say about this 
pair of homeowners, and it’s that they 
love to shop. So when they purchased 
their first home together and hired 
designer Alvin Ling of The Scientist 
to do up it up, they had only one request for 
him: plenty of wardrobe space for their massive 
collection of clothing and accessories. 

Alvin thus proposed hacking away the 
original concrete walls dividing the master 
bedroom and the en-suite bathroom, and 
replacing them with a row of full-height 
wardrobes. The cabinet design was deliberately 
kept minimal - groove lines with black 


trimming - so as not to steal attention away 
from the rest of the space. Within the master 
bedroom itself, an area was set aside for the 
walk-in wardrobe. Here, the couple’s fashion 
statements are in full display thanks to a 
combined use of custom-built glass cabinets 
and open shelving systems. 

But it’s not just their clothing that the 
homeowners required space for. The lady 
of the house also wanted a place to display 
her glassware, which is of great sentimental 
value to her as they were given to her by her 
late father. Alvin spotted a recess area in the 
living area of the original layout and suggested 
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savinq

A sofa bed provides the 
versatility for when the 
homeowners have guests 
staying over.

constructing an open shelf unit there, 
which the couple also used to store their 
wine collection. 

The newlyweds did not have a particular 
preference for a single theme, which meant 
that the designer had greater freedom to 
experiment and be creative in the different 
parts of the home. One of the most striking 
areas is the master bathroom. Segregated 
into a toilet, a shower area and a vanity 
corner, there is nothing short of drama here. 
The shower room is designed to resemble a 
luxury spa, with a rainfall shower head and a 
window sitting ledge. Three different types of 
tiles cover the surfaces in the bathroom, while

With its raised platform and muted tones, the 
bedchamber conjures up an image of calm and 
repose. Likewise, there are few similarities in 
the communal zones. The dining room features 
an industrial style with unpolished metals and 
rustic woods, while the living area adopts a 
simple and clean aesthetic. 

Despite the lack of an overarching theme, 
the apartment comes together because the 
palette was kept subdued with colours like 
whites, blacks and browns. And the resulting 
soothing ambiance is exactly what the couple is 
looking for in their home.

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LIVING ROOM 

The living room is a modern 
sanotuary with its minimalist 
appearanoe and untussy 
turnishings.

or most of us, a home is a place to 
escape from the daily grind. After all, it is 

our own private sanctuary where we can 

relax and truly be ourselves. The word 
“sanctuary” is perhaps the best way to 
describe this five-room HDB maisonette located 
in Hougang Street 21 . Boasting an unsullied mien 
and complemented by unfussy furnishings, the 
home is a minimalist haven tailor-made for the 
young homeowners with refined tastes. 

The couple was introduced to the design team 
at 0932 Design Consultants by friends who had 
engaged the architectural and interior design firm 
for their home. Having liked what they saw in their 


friends’ home, the couple decided to commission 
the same design firm for their resale unit. 

Because the homeowners wanted a total 
revamp for their apartment, the designers 
proposed a sophisticated and tasteful look inspired 
by boutique hotels. 0932 Design Consultants 
is, after all, an interior design firm with a strong 
background in designing and furnishing luxury 
accommodations around the region. 

Therefore, elements often seen and 
experienced in luxury hotels can be found in this 
heartland unit. For one, the foyer and living areas 
have been purposely kept empty to evoke a sense 
of spaciousness. While no walls have been broken

A series of eustom-designed metal gates were 
made espeeially for the design-eonseious 
homeowners. This metal frame is the same as 
the one at the main entranee. In this instanee, it 
is used as a feature pieee to hang plants, giving 
the spaee some visual eontrast to an otherwise 
uneomplieated interior.

down between these two spaces, a false wall 
was added in the living room to hide electrical 
and socket points. This simple move makes the 
lower level of the home appear seamless and 
clean. The entire area was also given a fresh 
coat of paint to brighten up the space. 

This minimalist approach is further 
extended to the upper level of the home. The 
existing railings at the staircase were replaced 
by thin black banisters, which lend a sense 
of transparency to the space. By installing a 
streamlined banister, the usually dark space 
is lightened tremendously - both in volume 
and brightness. 
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While the minimalist 
setting is a daring 
approaeh for homes, this 
style aetually fits the

Thin biaok 
frames on the giass paneis 
make the space iook modern 
and chic. We aiso iove that 
the minimai biack-and-white 
coiour scheme has been 
repeated in this cooi space, 


Further imbuing a sense of lightness are 
the laminated tempered glass panels of the 
study, which sit at the top of the staircase. To 
accommodate floor-to-ceiling glass panels, an 
entire wall was taken down. Black-framed tinted 
glass panels were then installed to give the study 
a polished look. Inside the study, custom-design 
cabinetry was built for storage and display. The 
couple was rather particular about the look of the 
study because the wife works from home and 
wanted a sleek yet comfortable home office that 
doubles up as a private entertainment zone. 

The upper level of this home is a private 
oasis for the homeowners. The master bedroom 
is a scene of calm with bleached wood 
laminates, soft hues and unfussy decor. It is 
joined to the walk-in wardrobe and dressing

This smart move not 
only minimises the amount ot haoking, it also 
allows the homeowners the option to separate the 
two rooms at a later stage it they so wish.

Dual switches were 
installed at convenient 
points in the master 
bedroom so that the 
homeowners need not 
walk too far to switch 
lights on and off. 


A coat of light coloured paint can dramatically 
make a room appear larger. This is because 
light from the window is bounced off the walls 
- and in this case, the floors as well. This 
home also appears airy thanks to the use of 
furniture with exposed legs and a “floating” TV 
console. Placing furniture away from the floor 
opens up the floor space, thus contributing to 
a sense of spaciousness.

area by a narrow walkway. Here, the team from tiles on the flooring In the lower level and 


0932 employed another clever solution. Instead 
of breaking an entire wall to form a walk-ln 
wardrobe, they simply repositioned the entrance 
of the walk-ln wardrobe, forming a corridor 
between the master bedroom and the walk-ln 
wardrobe. This not only limits the amount of 
work that goes Into creating a walk-ln wardrobe. 
It also allows for the rooms to be separated 
at a later stage should the family need an 
additional room. 

While the maisonette may appear simple 
and minimalist, there are plenty of thoughtful 
designs that make this home comfortable and 
luxurious. In fact, the design team did not skimp 
on quality, preferring to opt for homogeneous 


solid timber flooring for the staircase and 
upper level. Dual switches - a feature usually 
seen In hotels - were Installed In the rooms 
for convenience. Furnishings were also 
carefully selected to reflect the couple’s 
exquisite tastes, which veer towards the 
contemporary. A piece that the design-savvy 
couple picked out for the living room was the 
Stingray Rocking Chair designed by Thomas 
Pedersen. With that as the focal point, the 
design team simply selected complementary 
pieces In neutral tones to complete the 
picture. The result Is a harmonious blend of 
soothing modern Scandinavian aesthetics 
jazzed up with sophisticated touches.

Even though the square footage 
of this penthouse unit doesn’t 
quite constitute as smaii and 
poky, the bedrooms and communai zones 
posed some serious space chaiienges for the 
Tay famiiy. Says an initiaiiy concerned MrsTay: 
“We weren’t sure what we couid do with the 
space. It was very small.” 

The married couple and their two teenage 
children were actually moving out from their 
HDB flat unit - where the size of the rooms felt 
a lot more ample. They knew they had to rope 
in an expert to counter these space limitations 
and that was none other than veteran designer 
Adrian Heng. Having admired his works up 
close and personal at a colleague’s place 
where he helmed the renovation, MrsTay was 


OUTDOOR TERRACE 

(above) 

The upper level outdoor area is 
decked with engineered wood 
flooring.

Louvered 
ciear paneis cast sideways on the waii iet 
more dayiight to flood into the otherwise 
dark stairweii. 

Verticai storage, iots of it, is aiso imperative 
to making the most of the iiving and dining 
areas. Adrian worked that in by mounting an 
aimost fuii-height entertainment cabinet and 
consoie, but ieft the bottom open to show off 
more fioor area, in anti-coiour white to further 
enhance the visuai expanse of space, the 
iaminate cabinets are joined with suspended 
haif-height cabinets which anchor the dining 
zone. The cabinets aiso serve as countertop 


space for decorative ornaments. The rest of 
the waii is ciad with mirrors for a ciassy and 
spacious-iooking take. 

The bedrooms of today’s modern 
apartments and HDB BTO fiats are notorious 
for their tiny stature and it is no different for 
this three-bedder home. Things got tricky 
in the junior master bedroom iocated at the 
iower storey as Adrian was required to fit in 
a workstation, wardrobe and a bed for the 
teenage son. One might expect the room to 
iook iike a tight squeeze with aii these buiit-in 
amenities, but Adrian managed to giam it up 
into a cosy hotei-worthy suite with custom- 
designed soft furnishings. 

Same goes for the upper ievei master 
bedroom and common bedroom. The master

It worked iike a charm and the occupant is 


so smitten with the gorgeous hue that she 
doesn’t mind the petite space that much. 

From initiaiiy worried to being 
overwheimed by the stunning resuits of their 
brand new famiiy home, the Tays’ emotions 
and expectations took a 360-degree turn. 

It goes to show that the potential of small 
spaces shouldn’t be overlooked. All it took 
was a space-savvy designer like Adrian 
to tap into its full potential and now the 
homeowners get to enjoy a polished-looking 
and highly functional living space.

mid the concrete jungle, 
waking up to lush green foliage 
sounds like a pipe dream, it 
is a luxury that seems only 
attainable if one lives in a 
verdant locale like Bali. But that is exactly 
what this HDB apartment is blessed with: 
tropical trees swaying gently beyond its 
windows. Says Vincent Goi, one of the three 
architect-designers from HUE D (a multi- 
disciplinary design studio specialising in 
architecture, landscape and graphic design) 
who helmed this project: “The owner bought 
this residence for just one reason. She liked 


the lush, green trees that can be seen 
outside the very last room and decided this 
is the place she was looking for. Everything 
else can be worked around it.” 

However, the existing layout clashed 
with the school teacher’s lifestyle 
requirements. Vincent, together with his 
colleagues Catherine Low and Vernie 
Kon, sought to create a more “light- 
friendly” space conducive for relaxation 
and contemplation. The team named this 
project “Journey of an Apartment”. Fitting, 
since the new layout comprises a straight 
and elongated area - where most of the 
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boundary walls In the home were hacked 
away. Daylight streaming from the end of the 
room can now move freely Into all corners 
of the space. 

The major overhaul Includes 
reconfiguring the living, dining and kitchen 
areas as well. The most conventional 
arrangement would be to have the living 
area nearest to the front entrance, but 
the designers turned things around. They 
relocated the dining space to the front which 
covers the biggest area of the home. With 
that, the homeowner has a more spacious 
dining area. Vincent adds: “She can read. 


work and talk while having a sandwich 
and cappuccino.” 

From the dining area, a straight and 
light-filled path leads right Into the heart 
of the space: the open-concept kitchen. It 
Is partially hidden by a full-height divider 
with open compartments for displaying 
ornaments and books. The seamless, 
whitewashed appearance of the kitchen 
counters Is contrasted by the bold, slanted 
striped patterns on the backsplash. This Is a 
recurring design motif which works well for 
the rest of the home: crisp white backdrops 
that bring out the brilliance of strong patterns. 


DINING + LIVING 

The configuration of the 
living and dining areas were 
swopped and the living room 
now occupies the dining 
area, which is ideal for TV 
watching and a snooze. The 
dining covers the biggest area 
of the home - an unusual 
arrangement but it suits the 
homeowner's interests such 
as Lego constructing, enjoying 
a cuppa and marking papers 
just fine.

At the end of the apartment iies the extended 
counter - used as a breakfast counter - which 
overiooks the window and a iandscape painting. 
The painting hoids a speciai purpose. It beckons 
one to head towards it after catching a giimpse 
from the front entrance. Vincent says: “Here, one 
can finaiiy see the detaiis of the painting which is 
inspired from the bird’s eye view of the residence 
amongst the iush greenery.”

A dreary resale apartment 
teas given a new lease of life after 
a eomplete overhaul

S eeing how clean and bright this 

home is now, you wouldn’t believe 
that it was once dark and decrepit. 
Original photos of the apartment 
reveal mouldy walls, tiles that were 
chipped off, floors wifh stubborn stains and 
parquet flooring that had dulled with age. Not 
only is this flat very old - its lifespan exceeds 
30 years - it was also rented out previously 
so it wasn’t kept in the best condition. 

But homeowners Gabriel and Gigi were 
nonetheless very keen on the unit because it 
is set in a very convenient location.

Awash in neutral colours like white, grey 
and brown to offset against the strong hue 
ot the solid wood tiooring, the home is 
revived trom its original dark and dreary 
interiors into a bright, yet resttui space.

Featuring a dining table with a rustic 
tabletop that looks like barn doors, the 
dining area isn't simply tor meals - it also 
aots as a natural workspace thanks to the 
daylight streaming in from the windows. 
Just behind is a custom-built shelf with 
open and closed compartments storing 
knick-knacks and displaying market finds 
sourced from overseas. 


With the help of designer Ho Wai Keong from 
interior firm Amber, who was recommended to 
them by a friend, the young couple got to work to 
turn it into a place they could call home. The initial 
meeting took place at the designer’s house, and 
it was here that the pair took inspiration for their 
own home. They wanted to replicate the same 
simple, clean lines and light colour palette as Wai 
Keong’s apartment, which the designer was happy 
to accommodate. Beyond that, they left him to 
work out the design details. 

Because the original home was in such a bad 
state, it needed a complete overhaul before Wai 
Keong could begin his design. All the walls were 


re-plastered, full carpentry works were fitted in 
the kitchen and bathroom, a false ceiling was 
created in the communal zones, the parquet 
flooring was removed and replaced with 
Burmese teak flooring, and the entire home 
was given a fresh coat of white paint. 

The strong tone of the solid wood flooring 
was one of the reasons why Wai Keong went 
with a decidedly neutral palette for the home. 
The space is set mainly in brown, grey and 
white, with the occasional black accent. 
Decorative pieces sourced from trips to 
neighbouring countries inject life, personality 
and vibrancy to the space.

One of the things you will notiee in the 
living room is the different types of 
seating available. There is a main 
sofa, the multipurpose ottomans and 
a beanbag for lounging. They not 
only aeeommodate for different 
oeeasions, but also make the spaee 
more interesting.

The main 
attraction here is the dining table from Egg3, a 
unique piece chosen because its tabletop looks 
like double barn doors. Behind, a white shelf 
was custom made to display keepsakes. The 
design takes after a shelf Gigi found online, 
but as the piece was beyond their budget, the 
couple asked Wai Keong to design something 
similar for them. 




KITCHEN 

To keep fumes away from the 
communal areas, Wai Keong fixed 
up sliding doors dividing the wet and 
dry areas of the kitchen. The area 
here is a picture of stylish modernity 
with cabinets swathed in a slate grey 
laminate. The slight sheen finish 
gives the space extra panache.

Like the rest of the home, the couple's sleeping 
quarters has little embellishments. To maximise the 
most of this room, the couple bought a bed that 
allowed for under bed storage.

Perhaps most 
thoughtfui are the siiding doors between the 
wet and dry kitchen, which were added by Wai 
Keong to keep the cooking fumes away from 
the rest of the apartment.
